AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS, NOTING THAT THE SAME LIST HAD BEEN 
PRESENTED TO AID IN TEGUCIGALPA. ACOSTA MENTIONED 
AGRARIAN REEORM AND SPOKE ENTHUSIASTICALLY OE SETTLING 
15 THOUSAND EAMILIES NEXT YEAR. ACOSTA SAID THAT THE 
POLITICAL SITUATION IS TRANQUIL AT THE PRESENT AND THE 
GOVERNMENT HAS SUCCEEDED IN OBTAINING THE SUPPORT OE 
CAMPESINOS AND WORKERS. IN DISCUSSING RESTRUCTURING OE

3. TEGUCIGALPA 2926 ARRIVED AUGUST 8. AS OP AUGUST 7 
DISCUSSIONS WITH ACOSTA, DEPARTMENT WAS UNDER THE 
IMPRESSION THAT MINISTER OF ECONOMY BENNATON WAS IN 
CHARGE OP NEGOTIATIONS WITH TEXACO. IN ORDER TO AVOID 
PARALLEL APPROACHES, THE SUBJECT OP PETROLEUM WAS NOT
